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LINCOLN'S GETTYSBURG SPEECH 

AN INSPIRATION AT THE PRESENT TIME 



November 19. 1863. 

Four score and seven years ago our fathers brought 
forth on this continent a new nation, conceived in 
liberty, and dedicated to the proposition that all men 
are created equal. Now we are engaged in a great 
civil war, testing whether that nation or any nation 
so conceived and so dedicated, can long endure. We 
are met on a great battlefield o[ that war. We have 
come to dedicate a portion of that field as a final 
resting place for those who here gave their lives that 
that nation might live. It is altogether fitting and 
proper that we should do this. But in a large sense 
we cannot dedicate, we cannot consecrate, we cannot 
hallow, this ground. The brave men, living and dead, 
who struggled here, have conscciated it far beyond 
otir power to add or detract. The world will little 
note, nor long remember, what we say here but it 
can never forget what they did here. It is for us, 
the living, rather, to be dedicated here to the unfinished 
work which they who fought here have thus far so 
nobly advanced, h is rather for us to be here dedi- 
cated to the great task remaining before us; that from 
the>c honored dead, we take increased devotion to that 
cause for which they gave the last lull measure of 
devotion; that wc here highly resolve that these dead 
shall not have died in vain ; that this nation, under 
God, shall have a new birth of freedom and that 
government of the people, by the people and for the 
people, shall not perish from the earth.

WASHINGTON'S TOMB 
August 26, 1917 

One of the most beautiful tributes ever paid to 

IVashinglon 

lu the name of my gracious sovereign, the Emperor 

of Japan, and representing all the liberty loving 
people who own hia swdv, 1 .stand today ia this 
sacred presence — not lu Liilogi/e the name of AX'^ash- 
inglan» ior that were j)i csumption — but to olfcr the 
Simple liihule of a people '5 reverence and love. 

Washmgton was an American, but America, great 
a3 she is. powerful as she is« certain as she is of her 
splendid destiny, can lay no exclusive claim to this 
immortal name. Washington is now a citizen of 
the world ; to*day he belongs to all mankind. And so 
men come here from the ends of the earth to honor his 
memory and to reiterate their faith in the principles to 
which his great life was devoted* 

Japan claims entrance to this holy circle. She 
yields to none in reverence and respect; nor is there 
any gulf LciWL^-n tltc ancient l^ast and the new-born 
West too deep and wide fur tlic hearts and the under- 
standings of her people to cross. 

It is fitting then, that men who Ime Hberty and 
justice better than they love iile, lliat men who know 
what honor is. should seek this shrine, and here, ia 
the presence of these sacred ashes» rededicate them- 
selves to the service of humanity. 

It is a fitting place, at this time when all the world 
is filled with turmoil and suffering, for comrades in 
a holy cause to gather and here renew their fealty 
to a righteous purpose, firm in the determination that 
the struggle must go on until the world is fiee from 
menace and aggression. 

Japan is proud to place herself beside her noble 
allies in this high resolve, and here, in the presence of 
these deathless ashes, she reaffirnis her devotion to 
the cause and the principles for which they wage 
battle, fully determined to do her whole part in secur- 
ing for the world the blessings of liberty, justice and 
lasting peace. 

As the representative of my people, then, I place 
this wreath upon the tomb of Washington with rever- 
ent hands, and in so doing it is my proud privilege to 
again pledge my country to those principles of right 
and justice whidi have given immortality to the name 
of Washington.
